SAN ANTONIO, TEX., March 22.—General Pershing, in a

Major Samples, commander of 
the Columbus camp, telegraphed that, according to his-informa- 
tion, the missing aviator is Lieutenant Gorrell. Lieutenant R. H. 
Willis, the other missing aviator, according to Major Samples, is 
safe. 


MAN WHO CHASED VILLA 


^ El Paso, Tex-, .March 22.—The 
Tnitcd States army and 
Villa 


forces have not yet clashed in Mex 
ico, General Gaura, Juarez com- 
mandant, said this afternoon, in- 
dicating communication with the 
interior has been restored.

Carranza soldiers have deserted 
and joined Villa, Consul Garcia 
said: 


"I know positively that there 


have been no desertions in this 
section of the border, and I am 
confident that if there were deser- 
tions in other sections 1 would 
have been informed. 
"I think the story is a lie, con- 


cocted by advocates oi intenen- 
tiou. The Carranzistas of 
the 


north are Villa's bitterest 
ene- 


mies.''

ville road. With loss than a foot 
to rise to roach that stage, indica- 
tions were last night that the road 
would be covered to such u depth 
this morning that tvalTic between 
licrc and l»oscoe and points ou the 
Canal LewisvilU- road would be in- 
terrupted. 


Cold Stops Flood 


During the preceding 24 hours 


a rainfall of 1.33 inches was re- 
ported last night by Airs. Jeffries. 
The extreme temperatures Tues- 
luy were 47 and 3J degrees while 
those during the day Wednesday 
wore 45 and 31. The falling tem- 
jcrature of Wednesday night was 
expected to check the rise of the 
waters so that no dangerous Hood 
condition is anticipated. 


Reports from villages situated

Columbus, 0., Mar. 21.—Mrs. 


Carrie Chapman Catt, the leading 
spirit in the light lor woman suf- 
frage in this country, addressing 
a state conference of t>ufiruge 
•workers at the Virginia hotel Tues 
day morning, advised Ohio suffra- 
gists to keep on working to gel 
Ohio congressmen and senators to 
favor a federal amendment grant- 
ing the right of suffrage to wo- 
men, 
but not to neglect an oppor- 


tunity to induce the voteis of th<^ 
Utate to add Ohio to the list or 
state where women ma\ east the 


ballot. There are 31 states in 
which women may now vote for 
congressmen, and Mrs. Catt urged 
that her sister suffragists make 
Ohio the twelfth. 


Mrs1? Catt said that the time is 


not yet ripe lor counting upon the 
Southern members of congress to 
favor a I'edeial amendment, but 
urged that every opportunity for 
helping the cause be utilized. She
